youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
"radically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students, Gus Hall, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International at San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of the 
"responsible left" which the Party has "going for us," At 
the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anticommunist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national 
headquarters of this organization as of April 18, 1967, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois,

SDC claims 
membership on the Antioch campus consisted of active partici¬ 
pation in these discussion meetings and/or a willingness to 
assist the Club in arranging programs, speakers, etc. The 
SDC plans weekly discussions for the coming school quarter, 
including outside speakers who are invited to make appear¬ 
ances before the Club. SDC claims to have no affiliation 
with any outside group. 

Two sources advised on June 5, 1958, and 
June 9, 1958, respectively, that the SDC is a local active 
campus organization at Antioch College formed by students 
for the purpose of discussing Socialism. Each stated that 
in the past, the SDC has had speakers of various political 
hue, including persons who were or had been associated with 
the Communist Party, the Socialist Workers Party, and the 
Independent Socialist League, but that the organization has 
also had speakers who were supporters of capitalism and 
free enterprise. Each source stated further that to his 
knowledge the SDC is not affiliated with or under the control 
of any other organization.

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FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 



The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York Times” 
newspaper contained a full-page advertisement captioned 
”What Is Really Happening In Cuba,” placed by the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee (FPCC). Thisi advertisement announced the 
formation of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC 
intended to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba” to 
neutralize the distorted American press. 

’’The New York Times” edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, 

Dr. Charles A. Santos-Buch identified himself and Robert Taber 
as organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he and Taber 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost of the aforementioned advertisement. 

On May 16, 1963, a source advised Chat during the 
first two years of the FPCC's existence thef6 i was a struggle 
between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party(SWP) 
elements to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby 
influence FPCC policy. This source added that during the past 
year there had been a successful effort by FPCC leadership to 
minimize the role of these and other organizations in the FPCC 
so that their influence as of May, 1963, was negligible. 

The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 

On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that Vincent 
"Ted” Lee, FPCC National Office Director, was then formulating 
FPCC policy and had indicated that he had no intention of 
permitting FPCC policy to be determined by any other organization 
This source stated that Lee believed that the FPCC should 
advocate resumption of diplomatic relations between Cuba and 
the United States and should support the right of 
Cubans to manage their revolution without interference from 
other nations. Lee did not advocate supporting the Cuban 
revolution per se. 

The November 23, 1963, edition of "The New York Times” 
reported that Senator Thomas J. Dodd of Connecticut had called 
FPCC "the chief public relations instrument of the Castro network 
in the United States.” It is to be noted that Senator Dodd was / 
a member of the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee which ( 

twice conducted hearings on the FPCC.

The December 27, 1963, edition of "The New York World 
Telegram and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro-Castro FPCC 
was seeking to go out of business and that its prime activity 
during its lifetime had been sponsorship of pro-Castro street 
rallies and mass picket lines, and the direction of an active 
propaganda mill highlighting illegal travel-to-Cuba campaigns. 
Its comparatively brief span of life was attributed to mounting 
anti-Castro American public opinion, the 1962 Congressional 
hearings which disclosed FPCC financing by Castro’s United 
Nations Delegation, and ultimately, the bad publicity which 
the FPCC received from disclosure of activities on its behalf 
by suspected presidential assassin Lee H.■•Oswald. 

On February 6, 1964, the previously mentioned second 
source advised that V. T, Lee had recently remarked that 
FPCC was dead and that there were no plans to organize another 
similar organization. 

On April 13, 1964, a third source advised that there 
had not been any FPCC activity in many months and that the 
FPCC had been dissolved.

Even though Broslawsky won 
more votes than Mrs. Terry in 
the semi-final count, a separate 
c v-ote was taken to determine the 
, Substitute for Oglesby, and Bros- 
! iawsky, who has been outspoken 
, in his criticism of sectarianism 
in the party and was said to 
hold “a minority view”, was 
defeated when most of the Og¬ 
lesby supporters gave their 
votes to Mrs. Terry. 

It is expected Oglesby may be^ 
the vice presidential candidate 
of P&F groupings in other 
states, especially New York. 

TENSIONS BARED 

Secretary of State Jordan last 
week refused to put Cleaver’s 
name on the ballot on the 
grounds the Panther leader is 
too young. The same will un¬ 
doubtedly be true of Oglesby. 
San Francisco attorney Stuart 
Weinberg has announced the 
ballot ban v/ill be challenged 
in court. 

The nature of last weekend’s 
gathering-plus some strong re¬ 


actions to developments at the 
national P&F convention held 
two weeks ago in Ann Arbor, 
Mich.—created an atmosphere 
of tension that manifested itself 
alternately in nervous humor 
and desperate appeals. 

The meeting itself reflected 
the somewhat schizophrenic na¬ 
ture of the P&F structure. It 
was the job of the new party’s 
official state convention—com¬ 
posed of the party’s candidates 
and their appointees—to adopt 
a platform and choose candi¬ 
dates. A meeting of the state 
council was called for the same 
day to ensure the decision^ 
would be made by the P&F 
movement, which is supposed 
to be more representative of the 
registrants, and not by the can¬ 
didates alone. 

Debate last Saturday about 
exactly who constituted the 
movement and who the party 
demonstrated the confusion in 
P&F ranks about the function 
of those two elements, and, in¬ 
deed, about the function of elec¬ 
toral and non-electoral activity 
as well. 

One result of the Ann Arbor 
gathering—and Cleaver’s nomi¬ 
nation of Rubin—has been the 
beginnings of a YIPPSE-orient- 
ed group within P&F, which is¬ 
sued a paper last Saturday 
claiming that “before being 
sanctified by the California 
Election Code last Jan. 2, we 
were in the business of creating 
the Peace & Freedom .Move¬ 
ment, and electoral activity—, 
the Peace & Freedom Party— '■ 
was seen as an organizing tool, 
valid only in so far as it devel-. 



oped the Peace & Freedom ... 
movement ...” 

Another point of view was also 
expressed in a paper written by 
Mike Schon, head of the Speech 
Department at the California 
Institute of Technology and first 
P&F state chairman. 

ANOTHER VIEW 

‘‘Some months ago,” Schon 
wrote, “we registered many 
thousands of people for Peace 
& Freedom. Whether we like it 
or not, we did nod register them 
in a ‘movement’, we registered 
them in a political party. These 
thousands of people for the most 
part wanted to be able to go to 
the polls in November .and be 
able to vote for real candidates , 
who might credibly be able to * 
serve if elected.” 1 

Although a significant number, 
of people agree with Schon’s 
perspective, most P&F activists 
find themselves somewhere be¬ 
tween the two, and facing a na¬ 
tional campaign whose direction 
is u n d e t e r min e d. The over¬ 
whelming bulk of Cleaver’s sup¬ 
porters were shocked at his 
choice of Rubin as his running 
mate, and are unsure exactly 
what Cleaver’s relationship to 
P&F will be.

o Chose Los Angeles P&F ac¬ 
tivist Jack Weinberg as state 
chairman. 

© Adopted as official the organ¬ 
izing principles passed at the 
March Richmond convention and 
ratified locally.
